GEORGE  the  SIXTH,  by  the  Grace  of  God,  of 
Great  Britain,  Ireland,  and  the  British  Do¬ 
minions  beyond  the  Seas,  King,  Defender  of 
the  Faith. 

To  all  to  whom  these  presents  shall  come — 
Greeting. 

E.  T.  Kenney,  [  WHEREAS  by  section  50 
Minister  of  Lands  \  VV  0f  the  “Water  Act”  it  is 
and  Forests.  [  provided  that  the  Lieutenant- 
Governor  in  Council  may  incorporate  a  tract  of 
land  and  the  owners  thereof  into  an  improvement 
district : 

And  whereas  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council 
has,  by  Order  in  Council  made  pursuant  to  the 
said  Act,  been  pleased  to  order  that  the  tract  of 
land  hereinafter  described  and  the  owners  thereof 
be  incorporated  into  an  improvement  district  under 
the  said  Act,  and  has  made  further  provision  to 
the  tenor  and  effect  hereinafter  appearing: 

Now  know  ye  that  by  these  presents  We  do 
hereby  order  and  proclaim: — 

1.  The  tract  of  land  in  the  Kootenay  Land  Dis¬ 
trict  and  the  Nelson  Land  Registration  District 
comprising  those  parts  of  Township  27,  Range  22, 
west  of  the  5th  meridian,  more  particularly  de¬ 
scribed  as  Section  12,  excepting  thereout  Blocks 
A,  B,  and  D  of  Registered  Plan  469,  the  area 
shown  on  Registered  Plan  1800  and  the  part  of 
Section  12  lying  south  of  the  area  shown  on 
Registered  Plans  469  and  1800;  the  North-west 
Quarter  of  Section  13;  the  South  Half  of  Section 
13;  the  Fractional  North-east  Quarter  of  Section 
14;  the  Fractional  South  Half  of  Section  23  lying 
east  of  the  Columbia  River  and  west  of  the  Cana¬ 
dian  Pacific  Railway  right-of-way;  and  the  parts 
of  Sections  23  and  24  shown  on  Registered  Plan 
1575,  and  all  subdivisions  of  the  said  tract  or 
any  part  thereof  and  all  owners  of  land  therein 
are  incorporated  into  an  improvement  district 
under  the  “  Water  Act  ”  and  subject  to  the  provi¬ 
sions  thereof  and  to  the  conditions  hereinafter 
contained. 

2.  The  said  improvement  district  shall  be  known 
as  the  “  Golden  Fire  Protection  District.” 

3.  The  objects  of  the  said  improvement  district 
shall  be  the  provision  of  fire-protection  and  street¬ 
lighting,  and  the  acquisition,  maintenance,  and 
operation  of  works,  buildings,  and  equipment  for 
those  purposes  and  all  things  incidental  thereto. 

4.  There  shall  be  three  Trustees  of  the  said 
improvement  district. 

5.  The  persons  qualified  to  vote  at  the  first  elec¬ 
tion  of  Trustees  shall  be  Canadian  citizens  who 
are  twenty-one  years  of  age  or  older  and  are 
entitled  to  be  registered  as  voters  under  the 
“  Provincial  Elections  Act  ”  and  are  owners  of 
land  in  the  tract  of  land  hereinbefore  described, 
and  the  persons  qualified  to  be  candidates  at  the 
said  election  shall  be  the  persons  qualified  as 
aforesaid  to  vote  and  their  wives  and  husbands. 

6.  A.  W.  Anderson,  Golden,  B.C.,  shall  be  the 
Returning  Officer  for  the  first  election  of  Trustees. 
He  shall  call  a  general  meeting  of  the  persons  who 
are  qualified  as  aforesaid  to  vote  and  shall,  at  least 
seven  days  before  the  date  of  the  said  meeting, 
post  at  the  nearest  post-office  and  at  two  other 
conspicuous  places  within  the  area  hereinbefore 
described  a  notice  signed  by  him  giving  the  date, 
time,  and  place  of  holding  the  said  meeting.  The 
Returning  Officer  shall  be  chairman  of  the  said 
meeting,  and  subject  to  the  provisions  of  clause  5 
he  shall  have  power  to  determine  whether  or  not 
any  person  who  desires  to  vote  is  qualified  to  do  so. 
He  shall  have  power  to  determine  the  procedure 
to  be  followed  at  the  said  meeting  and  the  method 
of  taking  the  votes.  Each  qualified  voter  shall  be 
entitled  to  cast  one  vote  for  each  of  three  candi¬ 


dates.  The  Returning  Officer  shall  declare  the 
result  of  the  election  and  shall  notify  the  Comp¬ 
troller  of  Water  Rights  of  the  said  result. 

7.  The  candidate  elected  as  Trustee  for  whom 
the  greatest  number  of  votes  is  cast  at  the  general 
meeting  called  pursuant  to  clause  6  hereof  shall 
hold  office  until  the  annual  general  meeting  of 
1953,  the  candidate  elected  for  whom  the  second 
greatest  number  of  votes  is  cast  shall  hold  office 
until  the  annual  general  meeting  of  1952,  and  the 
candidate  elected  for  whom  the  third  greatest 
number  of  votes  is  cast  shall  hold  office  until  the 
annual  general  meeting  of  1951,  but  should  there 
be  nominated  no  more  than  three  candidates  for 
the  office  of  Trustee,  or  should  any  two  or  more 
candidates  receive  an  equal  number  of  votes,  then 
the  Returning  Officer  shall  have  power  to  and  shall 
declare  which  of  the  candidates  are  elected  and 
which  shall  hold  office  until  the  next,  the  second, 
and  the  third  succeeding  annual  general  meetings 
respectively. 

8.  All  subsequent  elections  of  Trustees  shall  be 
held  at  the  annual  general  meetings  of  the  improve¬ 
ment  district,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Trustees  to  call  a  general  meeting  to  be  held 
between  January  1st  and  May  1st  in  each  year 
for  the  following  purposes:— 

(a)  To  receive  from  the  Trustees  a  report  on 
condition  of  the  works  and  a  statement  of 
the  financial  condition  of  the  improvement 
district: 

( b )  To  discuss  with  the  Trustees  any  matter 
relating  to  the  works  or  finances  of  the 
improvement  district: 

(c)  To  fix  the  remuneration  of  the  Trustees  for 
the  ensuing  year: 

( d )  To  elect  a  Trustee  to  succeed  the  one  whose 
term  of  office  expires  coincident  with  the 
holding  of  such  annual  general  meeting  and 
to  elect  a  Trustee  or  Trustees  to  fill  any 
other  vacancy  or  vacancies  that  has  or  have 
occurred  or  is  or  are  about  to  occur  among 
the  Trustees: 

(e)  To  choose  the  auditor  for  the  ensuing  year. 

A  special  general  meeting  may  be  called  by  the 
Trustees  at  any  time  for  the  purpose  of  electing 
a  Trustee  or  Trustees  to  fill  any  vacancy  or 
vacancies  among  the  Trustees,  or  for  the  purpose 
of  discussing  with  the  owners  any  matter  or  matters 
which  in  the  opinion  of  the  Trustees  should  be 
brought  up  at  a  general  meeting. 

At  least  seven  days’  notice  of  every  general 
meeting  shall  be  given  by  notices  posted  up  in 
conspicuous  places  at  the  nearest  post-office  and 
at  the  building  where  the  meeting  is  to  be  held. 

The  secretary  shall  enter  in  a  book  provided  by 
the  Trustees  for  this  purpose  minutes  of  all  matters 
brought  before  the  meeting  and  the  action  taken 
thereon.  At  any  general  meeting  every  person 
shall  be  qualified  to  vote  who  is  a  Canadian  citizen 
and  is  twenty-one  years  old  or  older  and  is  an 
owner  of  land  in  the  improvement  district,  or  the 
authorized  agent  of  any  board  or  corporation  that 
is  an  owner  of  such  land,  or  legal  representative 
of  any  owner  of  such  land  who  has  died,  become 
insolvent,  or  insane,  and  is  entitled  to  be  registered 
as  a  voter  under  the  “  Provincial  Elections  Act.” 
Every  person  qualified  as  aforesaid  to  vote  and 
wife  or  husband  of  any  such  person  shall  be 
qualified  to  be  a  candidate  for  Trustee  of  the 
improvement  district.  In  the  event  of  the  right 
of  any  person  to  vote  at  any  general  meeting 
being  challenged,  the  chairman  shall  have  authority 
to  determine  whether  or  not  such  person  is 
entitled  to  vote,  and  the  chairman  may  require 
such  person  to  make  and  file  with  him  a  statutory 
declaration  showing  that  the  declarant  is  qualified 
as  aforesaid  to  vote  at  such  general  meeting. 
Forthwith  after  the  holding  of  a  general  meeting 
the  Trustees  shall  file  with  the  Comptroller  of 
Water  Rights  a  true  copy  of  the  minutes  of  such 
meeting  and  copies  of  all  auditor’s  reports  and 
financial  statements  presented  or  discussed  at  the 
meeting. 
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9.  All  words  and  phrases  given  special  meaning 
in  section  2  of  the  “  Water  Act  ”  shall,  where  used 
herein,  be  ascribed  the  meaning  given  them  in  the 
said  section,  unless  the  context  otherwise  requires. 
In  testimony  whereof,  We  have  caused  these 
Our  Letters  to  be  made  Patent  and  the  Great 
Seal  of  Our  said  Province  to  be  hereunto 
affixed.

“  FACTORIES  ACT  ” 

URSUANT  to  the  provisions  of  section  34  of 
the  “  Factories  Act,”  chapter  1 15  of  the  “  Re¬ 
vised  Statutes  of  British  Columbia,  1948,”  His 
Honour  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council  has 
been  pleased  to  amend  the  regulations  made  pur¬ 
suant  to  the  provisions  of  said  Act  by  Order  in 
Council  No.  139,  approved  February  5th,  1935, 
as  amended,  by  adding  to  the  title  of  said  regula¬ 
tions  on  page  1,  after  the  word  “  Elevators,”  the 
words  “  Dumb-waiters,  and  Moving  Stairways 
and  by  adding  thereto  under  the  heading  “  Defini¬ 
tions  ”  the  following: — 

“  Dumb-waiter.  —  A  hoisting  and  lowering 
mechanism  equipped  with  a  car,  which  moves  in 
guides  in  a  substantially  vertical  direction,  the  floor 
area  of  which  does  not  exceed  nine  (9)  square 
feet,  whose  compartment  height  does  not  exceed 
three  (3)  feet  six  (6)  inches,  the  capacity  of  which 
does  not  exceed  five  hundred  (500)  pounds,  and 
which  is  used  exclusively  for  carrying  freight. 


“  Electric  Dumb-waiter. — One  in  which  the 
motion  of  the  car  is  obtained  through  an  electric 
motor  directly  applied  to  the  dumb-waiter  machin- 

ery.  .  .... 

“  Moving  Stairways. — A  moving,  inclined,  con¬ 
tinuous  stairway,  or  runway,  used  for  raising  and 
lowering  passengers. 

“  Man-lifts . — A  man-lift  is  a  device  consisting 
of  an  endless  belt  travelling  over  fixed  pulleys  at 
the  top  and  bottom  limits  of  travel,  with  the  belt 
carrying  steps  and  hand  holds  so  arranged  that  a 
person  may  ride.” 

Parts  5  and  6  are  added,  as  follows: — 

“PART  5 

“MOVING  STAIRWAYS 
“  Moving-stairway  Construction 

“  Rule  1 — Angle  of  Inclination 

“The  angle  of  inclination  of  moving  stairways 
shall  not  exceed  thirty  degrees  (30°)  from  the 
horizontal. 

“  Rule  2 — Width 

“  Moving  stairways  shall  be  not  less  than 
twenty-two  (22)  inches  nor  more  than  forty-eight 
(48)  inches  wide  between  the  balustrading  mea¬ 
sured  on  the  incline  at  a  height  of  thirty  (30) 
inches  vertically  above  the  nose-line  of  the  steps. 
In  no  case  shall  such  width  exceed  the  width  of 
the  steps  by  more  than  thirteen  (13)  inches. 

“  Rule  3 — Balustrading  and  Handrails 

“(u)  Moving  stairways  shall  be  provided  on 
each  side  with  solid  balustrading.  On  the  step 
side,  the  balustrading  shall  be  smooth,  without 
depressed  or  raised  panelling  or  moulding,  except 
for  necessary  protective  mouldings  parallel  to  the 
run  of  the  steps  and  vertical  mouldings  projecting 
not  more  than  one-quarter  (!4  )  inch  and  properly 
bevelled,  and  used  to  cover  joints  of  panels. 

“(5)  Where  glass  panels  are  used  in  balustrad¬ 
ing,  they  shall  be  tempered-type  glass. 

“(c)  The  clearance  between  the  step-treads  and 
the  balustrading  (curtain-guard)  shall  not  exceed 
one-eighth  ( Vs )  inch. 

“(<7)  There  shall  be  no  abrupt  change  in  the 
width  between  the  balustrades,  and  any  change 
shall  be  not  more  than  eight  (8)  per  cent  of  the 
greatest  width. 

“  In  changing  from  the  greater  to  the  smaller 
width,  the  change  in  the  direction  of  the  balustrad¬ 
ing  shall  be  not  more  than  fifteen  degrees  (15°) 
from  the  line  of  travel. 

“  Each  balustrading  shall  be  equipped  with  a 
handrail  moving  at  substantially  the  same  speed 
and  in  the  same  directions  as  the  travel  of  the 
steps. 

“(c)  Each  moving  handrail  shall  extend  at 
normal  handrail  height  not  less  than  twelve  (12) 
inches  beyond  the  line  of  the  comb-plate  teeth  at 
the  upper  and  lower  landings,  except  that  for 
speeds  of  seventy-five  (75)  f.p.m.  or  less,  and  a 
width  of  thirty  (30)  inches  or  less,  the  handrail 
extension  may  be  stationary. 

“(/)  Hand  or  finger  guards  shall  be  provided  at 
the  point  where  the  handrail  enters  the  balustrad¬ 
ing. 

“(g)  Where  the  intersection  of  the  outside 
balustrade  (deck  board)  and  the  ceiling  or  soffit 
is  within  twenty-four  (24)  inches  of  the  centre 
line  of  the  handrail,  a  guard  of  solid  construction 
shall  be  installed  in  the  intersecting  angle. 

“  The  vertical  face  of  the  guard  shall  project  at 
least  fourteen  (14)  inches  measured  horizontally 
from  the  apex  of  the  angle. 

“  The  exposed  edge  of  the  guard  shall  be 
rounded  to  eliminate  shear-hazard.  Guards  may 
be  made  of  glass  if  of  the  shatter-proof  type. 

“  Rule  4 — Treads  and  Landings 

“(a)  Step  frames  and  treads  shall  be  of  incom¬ 
bustible  material.  Step-treads  shall  be  horizontal 
and  of  a  material  and  design  affording  a  secure 
foothold. 

“  Exception. — Slow-burning  material  may  be 
used  for  treads,  provided  they  are  covered  on  the 
under-side  with  sheet  metal  not  less  than  No.  27 
U.S.  gauge.

“(b)  The  depth  of  any  step-tread  in  the  direc¬ 
tion  of  travel  shall  be  not  less  than  fifteen  and 
three-quarters  (15%)  inches,  and  the  rise  between 
treads  shall  not  exceed  eight  and  one-half  (8Vi) 
inches.  In  no  case  shall  the  width  of  a  step-tread 
be  less  than  sixteen  (16)  inches. 

“(c)  The  maximum  clearance  between  treads  on 
the  horizontal  run  shall  be  one-eighth  (Vs)  inch. 

“(d)  The  tread  surface  of  each  step  shall  be 
slotted  in  a  direction  parallel  to  the  travel  of  the 
steps.  Each  slot  shall  be  not  more  than  one- 
quarter  (%)  inch  wide  and  not  less  than  three- 
eighths  (%)  inch  deep,  and  the  distance  from 
centre  to  centre  of  adjoining  slots  shall  be  not  more 
than  three-eighths  (%)  inch. 

“(c)  There  shall  be  a  comb-plate  at  the  entrance 
and  exit  of  every  moving  stairway.  The  comb- 
plate  teeth  shall  be  meshed  with  and  set  into  slots 
in  the  surface  of  the  tread,  so  that  the  points  of  the 
comb-teeth  are  always  below  the  top  surface  of  the 
treads. 

“(/)  Comb-plates  shall  be  adjustable  in  both  the 
horizontal  and  vertical  directions. 

“  Sections  forming  the  comb-plate  teeth  shall  be 
so  arranged  as  to  be  readily  replaceable  without  the 
use  of  special  tools. 

“  Rule  5 — Strength  of  Trusses  or  Girders 

“  The  truss  or  girder  shall  be  so  designed  that  it 
will  safely  sustain  the  steps  and  running-gear  in 
case  of  failure  of  the  track  system  to  retain  the 
running-gear  in  its  guides. 

“  Rule  6 — Track  Arrangement 

“  The  track  arrangement  shall  be  designed  to 
prevent  displacement  of  the  steps  and  running-gear 
if  a  step-chain  breaks. 

“  Rule  7 — Capacity  and  Loading 

“  The  contract  load,  in  pounds,  shall  be  com¬ 
puted  by  the  following  formula:  — 

Contract  Load  =  4.6WA 

“  In  this  formula,  W  is  the  width  of  the  moving 
stairway  in  inches  and  A  the  horizontally  projected 
distance  in  feet  between  the  upper  and  lower  comb- 
teeth. 

“  Rule  8 — Factors  of  Safety 

“  The  factors  of  safety  to  be  used  in  the  design 
of  moving  stairways  shall  be  at  least  the  following, 
based  on  the  static  loads: — 

“(1)  For  trusses  and  all  structural  members,  in¬ 
cluding  tracks,  five  (5): 

“(2)  For  moving-stairway  driving-machines: — 
For  steel  or  bronze,  eight  (8): 

For  cast  iron,  or  other  materials,  ten 
GO). 

“(3)  For  power  transmission  members,  ten 
(10),  except  step-chains  composed  of  cast- 
steel  links  which  shall  be  thoroughly  an¬ 
nealed,  in  which  case  the  factor  of  safety 
shall  be  twenty  (20). 


“PART  5a 

“SAFETY  REQUIREMENTS 

"  Rule  1 — Limits  of  Speed 

“  The  rate  of  travel  of  the  steps  measured  along 
the  angle  of  inclination  shall  not  exceed  one  hun¬ 
dred  and  twenty-five  (125)  f.p.m.  except  that 
higher  rates  of  travel  may  be  permitted,  subject  to 
the  approval  of  the  administrative  authority. 

“  Rule  2 — Application  of  Power 

“  An  electric  motor  shall  not  be  used  as  a  driving 
means  for  more  than  one  moving  stairway.  The 
drive-machine  shall  be  connected  to  the  main  drive- 
shaft  by  toothed  gearine  or  a  coupling,  or  shall  be 
connected  by  a  chain.  Cast-iron  pinions  shall  not 
be  used. 

“  Rule  3 — Safety  Devices 

“The  following  safety  devices  shall  be  pro¬ 
vided: — 

“(a)  An  emergency  stop-button  or  other  type  of 
switch  marked  ‘  Stop  Button  ’  or  ‘  Stop  Switch  ’ 
shall  be  conspicuously  located  in  a  readily  acces¬ 


sible  position,  at  or  near  the  top  and  bottom  land¬ 
ing  of  each  moving  stairway,  and  shall  be  guarded 
against  accidental  contact.  The  operation  of  either 
one  of  these  buttons  or  switches  shall  cause  the 
interruption  of  power  to  the  drive-machine.  It 
shall  be  impossible  to  start  the  drive-machine  by 
means  of  these  buttons  or  switches. 

“(b)  Starting  buttons  or  switches  shall  be  lo¬ 
cated  within  sight  of  the  moving  stairway  and  shall 
be  of  the  key-operated  type. 

“(c)  A  speed-governor  shall  be  provided  which 
will  cause  the  interruption  of  power  to  the  drive- 
machine  in  case  the  speed  of  the  steps  exceeds  a 
predetermined  value,  which  shall  be  not  more  than 
forty  (40)  per  cent  in  excess  of  the  normal  running 
speed. 

“(d)  A  broken  step-chain  device  shall  be  pro¬ 
vided  that  will  cause  the  interruption  of  power  to 
the  drive-machine  in  case  a  step-chain  breaks,  and, 
where  no  automatic  chain-tension  device  is  pro¬ 
vided,  in  case  excessive  sag  occurs  in  either  step- 
chain. 

“(e)  Where  tightening  devices  operated  by 
means  of  tension-weights  are  provided  for  any  pur¬ 
pose,  provision  shall  be  made  to  retain  these 
weights  in  the  truss  in  case  the  weights  should  fall. 

“(f)  Each  moving  stairway  shall  be  provided 
with  an  electrically  released,  mechanically  applied 
brake  of  sufficient  power  to  stop  it  when  fully 
loaded. 

“  This  brake  shall  automatically  stop  the  moving 
stairway  when  operating  or  tending  to  operate  in 
the  descending  direction  in  case  any  of  the  above 
safety  devices  function. 

“(g)  If  the  drive-machine  is  connected  to  the 
main  drive-shaft  by  a  chain,  a  device  shall  be  pro¬ 
vided  which  will  cause  the  application  of  a  brake 
on  the  main  drive-shaft  in  case  the  drive-chain 
parts. 

“  Rule  4 — Lights  and  Access 

“  Permanent  artificial  lighting  shall  be  provided 
in  every  machine-room.  The  lighting-switch  shall 
be  so  located  that  it  can  be  operated  without  pass¬ 
ing  over  or  reaching  over  any  part  of  the  ma¬ 
chinery. 

“  Reasonable  access  to  the  interior  of  the  moving 
stairway  shall  be  provided  for  inspection  and 
maintenance. 

“  Step-treads  shall  be  illuminated  throughout 
their  entire  run.  The  light  intensity  on  the  tread- 
surfaces  shall  be  not  less  than  two  (2)  foot-candles. 

“  Note. — Tt  is  desirable  that  the  illumination  be 
uniform  intensity  and  that  it  should  not  vary 
materially  from  that  of  the  surrounding  area. 

“  Rule  5 — Tests 

“  Each  type  and  size  of  moving  stairway  shall 
be  type-tested  for  the  contract  load  which  it  is 
designed  to  carry.  Such  tests  may  be  made  at  the 
option  of  the  manufacturer  in  his  plant  or  on  the 
first  moving  stairway  of  that  type  and  size  installed 
in  a  building.  In  case  the  rise  for  a  given  type 
and  width  exceeds  by  more  than  five  (5)  feet  the 
rise  for  which  that  type  and  width  has  been  tested, 
type  test  shall  be  made  for  the  higher  rise. 

“All  installations  made  subsequent  to  the  type 
tests  shall  be  tested  in  the  field  without  load. 

“The  following  tests  shall  be  made: — 

“(1)  Speed  Test. — The  application  of  the  over¬ 
speed  safety  device  shall  be  obtained  by 
causing  the  moving  stairway  to  travel  at 
governor  tripping  speed  as  specified  in  Rule 
3  (d).  Safety  Requirements,  except  where 
an  alternating-current  driving-motor  is 
used,  the  governor  switch  may  be  tripped 
by  hand  at  normal  speed. 

“(2)  Broken  Step-chain. — The  application  of 
the  broken  step-chain  device  called  for  in 
Rule  3  (e).  Safety  Requirements,  shall  be 
obtained  by  operating  the  actuating  device 
by  hand. 

“(3)  Broken  Drive-chain. — The  broken  drive- 
chain  device  called  for  in  Rule  3  (h). 
Safety  Requirements,  where  a  drive-chain 
is  provided,  shall  be  tested  by  operating 
the  actuating  device  by  hand.

“(4)  Stop-buttons. — The  emergency  stop-buttons 
called  for  by  Rule  3  (a),  Safety  Require¬ 
ments,  shall  be  tested  by  operating  these 
buttons  when  the  moving  stairway  is  oper¬ 
ated  in  each  direction  of  travel. 


“ PART  6 

“POWER  DUMB-WAITERS 
“  Hoistway  Construction 
“  Rule  1 — Power  Dumb-waiter  Hoistways 

“(a)  The  hoistways  of  power  dumb-waiters  shall 
be  enclosed  from  floor  to  ceiling. 

“  Exception. — Under-counter  dumb-waiter  hoist¬ 
ways  at  the  top  terminal  landing  need  be  enclosed 
only  to  the  top  of  the  hoistway. 

“ (b)  The  hoistway  enclosures  shall  be  building 
walls,  partitions,  grillework,  grating  materials,  or 
wood.  Where  wire  or  grating  work  is  used,  it 
shall  reject  a  one  ( 1 )  inch  ball  and  the  wire  shall 
be  three  thirty-seconds  (%o)  inch  or  more  in 
diameter.  Where  vertical  wood  slats  are  used, 
they  shall  be  one  ( 1 )  inch  thick  with  spaces 
between  them  of  not  more  than  one  (1)  inch. 

“  Exception. — Adjacent  to  the  counter-weight 
runway,  no  grillework,  gratings,  or  spaced  slats 
shall  be  permitted  unless  backed  by  sheet  metal 
or  wood  without  holes. 

“(c)  There  shall  be  no  thoroughfare  under  the 
hoistway  of  a  dumb-waiter  or  its  counter-weight 
unless  there  is  a  structure  under  the  hoistway 
sufficiently  strong  to  withstand  without  failure  the 
impact  of  the  car  with  contract  load,  or  the 
impact  of  the  counter-weight,  when  either  is 
dropped  freely  in  its  guides  from  the  upper  limit 
of  overtravel;  provided  that  for  cars  or  counter¬ 
weights  equipped  with  governor-operated  safeties, 
the  impact  shall  be  computed  for  governor  tripping 
speed.  When  broken  rope  safeties  are  used,  the 
impact  of  the  car  or  counter-weight  shall  be  com¬ 
puted  for  a  free  drop  of  the  car  or  counter-weight 
from  one-third  (V3)  its  travel. 

“  Rule  2 — Doors  Required  on  Power  Dumb-waiter 
Openings 

“(a)  Landing  openings  in  power  dumb-waiter 
enclosures  shall  be  equipped  with  doors. 

“ (b)  Hoistway-doors  for  power  dumb-waiters 
shall  be  equipped  with  electric  contacts  and  locks 
which  will  prevent  the  operation  of  the  machine 
while  any  hoistway-door  is  open  and  prevent  the 
opening  of  the  door  unless  the  car  is  at  the  landing. 

“  Rule  3 — Machine-supports 

“( a )  Power  dumb-waiter  machines  may  be  hung 
underneath  the  supporting  beams  at  the  top  of 
the  hoistway. 

“  Rule  4 — Platforms  under  Machinery 

“(a)  A  flooring  or  platform  is  not  required  at 
the  top  of  power  dumb-waiter  hoistways  below  the 
idler  or  deflector  sheaves. 

“(b)  Guards  or  cradles  for  the  idlers  or  deflector 
sheaves  at  the  top  of  power  dumb-waiter  hoist¬ 
ways  are  not  required. 

“  Dumb-waiter  Construction 
“  Rule  5 — Car  Construction 

“(a)  Power  dumb-waiter  cars  shall  be  of  such 
strength  and  stiffness  that  they  will  not  deform 
appreciably  if  the  load  leans  or  falls  against  the 
sides  of  the  car. 

“(b)  Cars  shall  be  made  of  wood,  fire-proofed 
wood,  or  metal,  reinforced  at  the  point  of  sus¬ 
pension.  Metal  cars,  if  sectional,  shall  be  rigidly 
riveted,  welded,  or  bolted  together.  Cars  may 
be  provided  with  hinged,  removable,  or  movable 
shelves  and  also  may  have  such  other  sectional 
parts  as  are  desired. 

“(c)  Cars  shall  not  exceed  nine  (9)  square 
feet  in  horizontal  area,  and  the  compartment 
height  shall  not  exceed  three  (3)  feet  six  (6) 
inches. 


“( d )  Power  dumb-waiter  cars,  machines,  and 
suspension  means  shall  be  at  least  capable  of 
sustaining  the  loads  given  in  the  following  table, 
but  the  motive  power  may  be  insufficient  to  raise 
the  structural  capacity  load. 

“  Minimum  Allowable  Dumb-waiter  Capacities 
Corresponding  to  Effective  Platform  Area

“(c)  A  metal  plate  bearing  the  name  of  the 
manufacturer  and  the  contract  load  shall  be  placed 
in  a  conspicuous  place  in  the  dumb-waiter  car. 

“  Rule  6 — Power  Dumb-waiter  Machines 

“(a)  Power  dumb-waiter  machines  shall  be 
securely  fastened  to  their  supports.  The  factors 
of  safety  based  upon  the  ultimate  strength  of  the 
material  and  the  contract  load,  plus  the  weight  of 
the  car,  suspension  means,  counter-weights,  and 
similar  apparatus  to  be  used  in  the  design  of  power 
dumb-waiter  machines  shall  be  at  least  six  (6) 
for  steel  and  nine  (9)  for  cast  iron  or  other 
materials.

100.  ( 1 )  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  what¬ 
soever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice 
clearly  and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and 
object  of  the  application,  and  when  the  applica¬ 
tion  refers  to  any  proposed  work,  indicating  suffi¬ 
ciently  the  location  of  the  work,  to  be  signed  by 
or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant. 

(2)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The 
British  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in  one 
leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating  in  all 
parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in  such  news¬ 
paper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of  each  week. 

(3)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a  nature 
that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or  more  elec¬ 
toral  districts,  the  notice  shall  furthermore  be 
published  once  a  week  if  possible  in  some  news¬ 
paper  in  every  electoral  district  affected,  or  if 
there  be  no  newspaper  published  therein,  then  in 
a  newspaper  published  in  the  electoral  district 
nearest  thereto.

(3)  If  a  copy  of  the  Bill,  petition,  and  notices 
proved  as  aforesaid  shall  not  have  been  so  de¬ 
posited  in  the  hands  of  the  Clerk  of  the  House 
at  least  eight  clear  days  before  the  opening  of  the 
Session  or  if  the  petition  has  not  been  presented 
to  the  House  within  the  first  ten  days  of  the  Ses¬ 
sion,  the  amount  to  be  paid  to  the  Clerk  shall  be 
six  hundred  dollars.  If  the  Bill  shall  not  pass 
second  reading  one-half  of  the  fees  shall  be 
returned. 

101.  Every  petition  signed  by  an  agent  or  attor¬ 
ney  in  fact  shall  be  accompanied  by  the  authority 
of  such  agent  or  attorney  in  fact,  and  the  petition 
shall  not  be  deemed  to  be  filed  with  the  Clerk 
until  this  is  done.

(3)  Any  exceptional  provisions  that  it  may  be 
proposed  to  insert  in  any  Bill  shall  be  clearly 
specified  in  the  notice  of  application  for  same. 

107.  All  Private  Bills  shall  be  prepared  by  the 
parties  applying  for  the  same,  and  printed  in 
small-pica  type,  twenty-six  ems  by  fifty  ems,  on 
good  paper,  in  imperial  octavo  form,  each  page 
when  folded  measuring  10%  inches  by  IVi  inches. 
There  shall  be  a  marginal  number  every  fifth  line 
of  each  page;  the  numbering  of  the  lines  is  not  to 
run  on  through  the  Bill,  but  the  lines  of  each  page 
are  to  be  numbered  separately.  Three  hundred 
copies  of  each  Bill  shall  be  deposited  with  the 
Clerk  of  the  House  immediately  before  the  first 
reading.  If  amendments  are  made  to  any  Bill 
during  its  progress  before  the  Committee  on  Pri¬ 
vate  Bills,  or  through  the  House,  such  Bill  shall  be 
reprinted  by  the  promoters  thereof. 

In  the  case  of  Bills  to  incorporate  companies, 
in  addition  to  the  fee  of  $300  mentioned  in 
Rule  98,  fees  calculated  on  the  capital  of  the 
company  are  payable  at  the  same  time.  Further 
particulars  can  be  had  on  application  to  the  under¬ 
signed.
